The important letters we Mr. Paul Friedman (who 
is not a Jaw, bat of Jewish descent), throw light upon the serious 
troubles inseparable from the initiatory work in all colonisation. Mr. 
Friedman conceived the idea that the Land of Midian offered an advantageous 
field for the colonisation of Russian Jewish refugees, and he chivalrously set 
himself to carry out his philanthropic scheme at his own expense and under 
his own personal leadership. A man past rH meridian of life, and not 
having had previous experience in the organisation of pioneer colonising 
parties, or even with the management of pi bodies of men, was not 
exactly the ideal leader of such a project, however weil conceived the 
plan may have appeared on paper. Mr. Friedman certainly did not spare 
himself or his money. He bought at Glasgow a yacht (which he named the 
‘* Tsrael”’) liberally provisioned it with ‘ kosher,” food, and took a Shochet on 
board. A semi-military character was given to the pioneer party by a character- 
istic * uniform,” so that even the design of a batton was not too small a detail 
to occupy the fertile brain of this generous-hearted, well-meaning friend of the 
Russian Jews, It should however be remembered that the land upon which 
Mr. Friedman proposed to found his settlement is debatable land, the osten- 
sible ownership of which apparently depends upon passing raids by Turkish 
soldiers, whose opportunities for local looting are too few to warrant their 
seriously troubling the present sparse and scattered population. If Mr. 
Friedman utterly fail in his enterprise—for he is made of far sterner and finer 
stuff than to acknowledge failure even at the first or even second attempt—we 
must still grate’ully acknowledge the generous, disinterested spirit in which 
he undertook his self-imposed mission to founda Jewish colony in the Land 
of Midian, 


The publication of the second edition of Zuanz’s famous work, * Die 
gottesdienstlichen Vortrage der Juden” (Kauffmann, Frankfurt-on-Maio, 
1892), is an event of rare importance.

The curions and suggestive communication from Professor Crookes, 
recently, has not been allowed to pass unchallenged. The Professor 


po mted out that an electric glow lamp bas nothing whatever todo with com- 


mistion, and that therefore to switch it off or on would not be a transgression 
of the rale which prohibits kindling or extinguishing fire on the Sabbath. 
The deduction would be the more satisfactory if Professor Crookes, in 


addition to being a distingnished man of science, were an eminent Rabbi of 
unimpeachable orthodoxy, Probably the question of handling the electric 
light on Sabbath has noi vet had time to come formaliy under Rabbinical 
notice. But we fear tha. when it des, orthodox authority is not likely to 

it in the way Professor Crookes would approve, despite the plauaible 
reasons he addaees, Liberal Rabbis will gladly avail themselves, no doubt, 
of a sclentific opinion co eminent ; but science is not likely to be regarded 
as an authority by their more conservative colleagues, especially if its dictum 
tends to a relaxation of the Sabbatical law. Indeed they may argue—and 
not unfairly—that there is no proof that the light, the handling of which is 
forbidden on the Sabbath, is exclusively confined to that produced by com- 
bustion, The Rabbimeal law, which claims to interpret. the scriptural 
precept, prohibits in general term “ kindling” and ‘ extinguishing.” No 
definition of these terms is given, so that it is not easy to see how an ortho- 
dox Rabbi could permit the kindling or extinguishing of an electric 
glow jamp.

According to Professsor Crookes, historical research shows thatthe 


sacredness of tire-and flame in the old Kastern religions was intimately con- 
nected with combusiion and. conse quent purification.” Whether. the Penta- 


teuchal Lawgiver had any idea of this connection when he formulated the details’ 


of the Sabbath-observance, we have no means of knowing. DButit is clear 
that the Rabbinical law on the subiect is based on no such theory. The 
rates thirty-nine typical acts whieh, with all the acts that 
may be classilied under the head of one or other of them, constitute “ work,” 
and are, therefore, forbidden on the Sabbath. These thirty-nine classes, 
amoug which are“ kindling ’ and * extinguishing,” represent acts performed 
connection with the building of the Tabernacle. The Talmudic theory. 
then, is that those acts constitute work on the Sabbath which were either 
performed in. connection with the erection of the Tabernacle, or are to be 
regarded as of the same character as one or other of those acts. Professor 
Crookes reference to the oriental conception of tire as a sacred 
thing—the bearing of which on the Pentateuchal prohibition of 
kindling fire on the Sabbath isnot quite clear—would therefore not affect 
the Talmudic Sabbatical law, which conservative Rabbis take as their authority. 
Professor Crookes’s communication, however, is highly interesting, since it 
suggests the possibility of religious questions presenting themselves for deci- 
sion from time to time, as the result of scientific progress.

RUSSO-JEWISH COMMITTEE. 


4 meeting of the Russo-Jewish Committee was held on Tuesday last. Mr. 
Samuel Montacn, M.P.. Treasurer (in the absence of Sir Julian Goldsmid On 
the Contine nt), in the chair. the Rev. Dr. Adler, Rev. 5S. Singer, Messrs. N, f,. 
Cohen, L. L. Alexander. F. D. Mocatta and N. 8. Joseph. Messrs, Oswald Simon 
and Isidore Spielinan were absent in consequence ot indisposition. . 

There members of the Intelligence Department, Dr. Alfred Wolfi, Mr Albert 
IH. Jessel and Mr. Meyer Spielman attended, to confer upon matters connected with 
Canadian Colonization. 

Mr. Alexander presented a Report as to difficulties artsing at the Conjoint 
Committee in relation to absolutely helpless cases, v hich should never have been 
allowed to come to England, and for which there was no recourse but repatriation, 
The Chief Rabbi concurred in the views expressed by Mr, Alexander and gave es 
amples of such cases as had come under his notice, notably one being the case of 
a paralyzed man who had been sent from Russia to London solely to provoke 
sympathy. The Chairman considered that great caution should be used, as repa- 
triation could not be regarded as coming within the scope of the Kusso-Jewisi, 
Fund. There was, however, a small balance remaining from the old Mansion 
House Fund which might be made available for that purpose. Mir. Mocatta con- 
eurred with this view. In the end, it was resolved that £100 from the old Fund 
be voted to the Conjoint Committee for repatriation cases. 

The Conjoint Committee’s Report for 1802 was snbmitted, approved and 
ordered to: be printed, 

The Rev. J. MeAlister and Mr. Hugh Sutherland attended as a deputation to 
urce a scheme for the settlement of 500 Russo-Jewish families on a line of rail- 
vay now in course of constriction between Winnipeg and Fort Churchill, on 
Hudson Day. They explained their project very filly, and answered several 
The special feature of the scheme seemed to be the combination of 
railway work and farm work. The matter was eyentually referred to the Intell. 
yence Committee. 

Mr. N.S. Joseph proposed the formation of a Special Relief Committee to 
deal with promising.and helpful cases requiring special and periodical attention. 
He regarded the Conjoint Committee as. wholly inadequate to cope with the 
numerous difficult cases presented to it, and urged the organization of a large 
band of honorary workers to manage the cases deemed sufficiently promising for 
settlement in this country. The proposal was warmly opposed by Mr. Alexander. 
The subject was, after some discussion, postponed,’ it being arranged to hold a 
special meeting for its consideration. 

Along correspondence was read froin the Baron De Hirsch Institute at 
Montreal on the subject of the Russo-Jewish Committee's property at Moosemin, 
which had become very valuable, and as to the mode to be adopted for vesting it in 
trustees for further deveiopment. New trustees were appointed, and a deed of 
trust was ordered to be prepared. 

Numerous letters were read from the Alliance Israélite on the policy of the 
German Central Committee, on the condition of the Russian Jews in Jerusalem, 
and on the distress occasioned by alarge intlux of Persian Jews. Letters on the 
two last-named subjects were read from M. Nissim Behar. The Committee voted 
£200 to be expended by this gentlemanin settling 40 Russian families as stone- 
cutters, the Alliance Israclite giving the like sum. Great success had attended 
a similar experinent last year, A second SUIT ot was ordered Lo hye cabled 
to Jerusalem for the reliet of pressing necessities Of Russian immigrants. 

A report was presented from the German Central Committee showing the 
number of refugees emigrated at the cost of the Central Fund during the past 
three months, and giving particulars of income and expenditure. A further re- 
Inittance of £5,000 was ordered to be sent to Berlin in accordance with the terms 
ofthe treaty for effecting the emigration withont passing the refugees through 
England, 

It was reported that Baron de Hirsch had,as President of the Jewish Colonisation 
Association, applied for information as to the prospects of colonists in Western 
Australia, and that the Intelligence Department was about to forward him the 
information required and most of which had been already obtained. : 

An application was made on behalf of a club for Russo-Jewish imigrants, 
lately established by the private benevolence of M. Dvorkowitz,. for the supply 
of teachers to instruct the uwembers in the English language. After some dis- 
cussion its consideration was postponed pending further Inquiries. 

Two secret despatches were received from Russia, containing sundry 
eontidential communications and énler alien, giving apalline accounts of the 
continued sufferings of the Jews in the Pale of Settlement, and of terrible 
distress and starvation consequent on the famine. | 

The meeting adjourned after a sitting exceeding three hours.

THE CHIEF RABBI AND MODIFICATIONS OF THE

Vorship or Ritual thereat, the Chief Rabbi shall consult upon such questions 
with a Committee to be convened by him, and to consist of the Preachers of 
such Contributing Synagogues, unless he shall deem it proper to authorise such 
allterations without consulting the proposed Committee.

Sin—You rightly state in your last issue that the late Mr. De Castro and 
myself were alone instrumental in procuring the revocation of the Cherem 
against the Reform Movement. It occupied a vast amount of time and labour 
to frame such a letter as could be signed by the 14 seceders without a sacrifice 
of principle and would be accepted by the Beth Din or Ecclesiastical Authorities. 
T his required most delicate handling, besides an infimte amount of tact and 
diplomacy. At last our patience was rewarded, and on our producing the better 
duly aigned by the 14 seceders, who were nearly all of them relatives of mine, 
the Beth Din came intoa private room, and in our presence made the Atarah for 
them on the second day of Purim, March {), 184. It was a piece of mummery 
in my opinion, but it had beneficial results, as from that hour orthodox rela- 
tives of the seceders again visited them after discontinuing doing so for nine 
vears previously. I shall not inflict a copy of the Atarah on your readers. A 
very strong meeting of the Elders of the Sephardim congregation took place on 
Mth April, Ind, when a resolution was proposed by the late M. D. Lindo, and 
seconded by my father (then in his %)th year), approving of our successful 
negociations. Will it be eredited that the bigots, by mustering in great force, 
succeeded in carrying their amendment, by a very small majority,of “ proceeding 
to the next business” which so disgusted my father that he never attended 

another meeting for the rest of his life.

NEW REFORM SYNAGOGUE, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir.—When the time of the Jubilee of the West London Synagogue was 
approaching the impression grew upon me, as perhaps it did upon others, that 
we should best celebrate the event by a departure from what I would describe 
as the policy of the four wal/s. For fifty years our congregation had made no pro- 
paganda. The original Council of Founders and their immediate successors 
seemed to consider that their duty was to conserve what had been accomplished, 
to trust to the natural growth of population within their walls for development, 
and to rest and be thankful. Their attitude towards other Jews was much the 
same as the oflicial orthodox position in regard to our non-Jewish neighbours, 
They believed in silent example but not in the active missionary spirit. I, for 
one, have never shared those views either in the one connection or the other. 
The spread.of Judaism by direct effort has been restricted by external. circum- 
stances, but [ should never admit that it was a doctrine of Judaism that our 
religion should not be taught beyond the confines of.race. So, in hke manner, 
the spread of Reform within our own community may have been for a time 
impracticable, but it never could be an inherent principle of reform that its 
ditfusion should be left to. chance. The natural growth of population among 
the families of our congregation has not been as large as it might have been, 
and the increase in our numbers has been mainly due to accessions from without, 
But at no time were those accessions caused by any preaching of our doctrines 
outside our four walls. 

There was a time when I believed that the union of the several congre- 
gations under one head, nominally orthodox, was “desirable and practicable. 1 
voted for such a course at a meeting of our Council and congregation during 
the interregnum of the present Chief Rabbi and his predecessor, Subsequent 
events have convinced me that such a union in the manner then proposed would 
not have fulfilled the purpose I had in view when I voted for it. My belief 
was that the introduction of the voice and vote of the Reform Synagogue into 
the coursels of the United Synagogue would be the means of spreading reform 
and thus giving effect to the doctrine which I had always held. It is my earnest 
conviction that the spread of reform at the present time is of greater conse- 
quence to the future of Judaism in England than was the civil and political 
emancipation in the last generation. Indeed there is a positive sequence 
between the one and the other. Political and educational emancipation have 
vitally changed the condition of the Jews in relation to their ancestral faith. 
Those who possess mental vision to see beyond the present hour must perceive 
that one of two things will happen to their children probably, and to their 
grandchildren certainly. They will either belong to a reform synagogue, or they 
will belong to none. Official orthodoxy as we see it demonstrated at this 
moment means what it always has meant ever since the Shulchan Oruch was 
compiled -—" We will either preserve Judaism in this form or we will let it 
die,” and again “ Better have ten Shulchan Oruch Jews and let the rest leave 
Judaism, than have a body of Reformed Jews.” 

Ecclesiastical Judaism or Beth Din Judaism says, when it is perfectly 
genuine as at present—* We desire to improve the service and to make con- 
cessions, but there are obstacles (possibly the calling a Sanhedrin), but anyhow 
those obstacles are insurmountable. The heart of the Chief Rabbi is with pro- 
gress and enlightenment, but the nature of his office and the foolish Act of 
Parliament (which might be easily repealed) paralyze his will. This has been 
powerfully illustrated since the Ist of January. First at Hampstead and then 
at St. Petersburg Place. “Ihave no power to sanction the omission of a 
single Tepetition of the Kaddish.” So he and the community must go on

Sir,--I do not propose to imitate the tone of your correspondent, whose 
letter signed * A Member of the Board of Management of the St. John’s Wood 
Synagogue,” appeared in your last week’s number, neither do | intend to indulge 
in recriminations, as all matters of a personal character are in my opinion quite 
out of place in the discussion of a subject such as the one in hand, but I must 
ask you to acord me a small space in your columns to reply to some of your 
correspondent’s remarks. 

Your correspondent in charging me directly with disingenuousness, and by 
insinvation with suppressio veri, in, as he alleges, suppressing a material por- 
tion of the issue involved in the negotiations for the transfer of the Hampstead 
Service to the St. John’s Wood Synagogue, must, I think, have overlooked the 
following sentence in my letter: ‘The Chief Rabbi in his reply makes it clear, 
that he has no authority to grant the concessions we required.” 

For therein, I submit, lies the whole issue, and the personal sympathy with 
which the Chief Rabbi viewed the proposed transfer of the Services to the 
Synagogue was, in face of the plea of roa possumus quite beside the ques- 
tion. The moral to be drawn, as stated in my letter, was that owing to the in- 
elasticity of our religious system, a golden opportunity was lost of adding new 
elements of strength to the Synagogue. 

That the Chief Rabbi was actuated by the purest motives in insisting upon | 
the conditions which led to the breakdown of the negotiations, and that he would 


‘ have hailed with delight the idea of bringing the Services within the Synagogue 


would, I should have imagined, have gone without saying, and required no em- 
phasising at my hands. To argue otherwise seems to me to deny to the Chef 
Rabbi that universal acknowledgment of his loftiness of character and his zeal 
in the cause of Judaism which he happilv enjoys. 

The various points referred to in your correspondent’s letter, and upon which

Sir,—For reasons I do not pretend to fathom, your correspondent, “A 
Member of the Board of Management of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue,” has 
deemed it his dut y to separate himself from the body of gentlemen to which he 
belongs, and to criticise in an unfriendly, nay, an unfair spirit, the reeent action 
of our Committee. He has, further, not scrupled to insinuate that our Chairman: 
whose letter you published a week ago, is guilty of having suppressed the 
truth and of want of candour. By this latter procedure he has, Iam persuaded, 
still further dissociated himself from his Board, from whom throughout our late 
negotiations with them we have received nothing but courtesy and indications 
of goodwill. In replying to his strictures, however, I have only one object in 
view—that of vindicating the action of our Committee in the opinion of that 
section of the community which desires a revision of the Synagogue Service 
and whose aims our movement is designed to promote. ‘To that object I shall 
rigidly restrict myself, studiously avoiding the acrimonious tone which you! 
correspondent has unfortunately adopted. 

Your correspondent thinks that our Chairman’s letter was “calculated t 
convey the impression that the Chief Rabbi had placed every possible obstacle 
in the way of these Services being transferred to the St. John’s W° 
Synagogue.’ The idea is quite unwarranted. Our Chairman took car 
to state that the Chief Rabbi made it clear that he had no authority to grant 
the concessions we required. We have throughout understood, and have 
represented, his inability to make those concessions as arising from want of 
power, We fully admit that, in his letters to the St. John’s Wood Board of 
Management, the Chief Rabbi expressed a sincere desire to see our Service® 
associated with one of his Synagogues, and that he did all he could, consistently 
with the obligations of his position, to carry that desire into effect. But the 
regrettable fact remains that an arrangement which would have secured many 
wavering adherents for the Synagogue, and have paved the way for the remo’ 
of the existing discontent with the Service, has been rendered impossible by the 
inelasticity of the system on which the Chief Rabbi relies for his mandate. For 
Dr. Adler personally we have the greatest respect. What we deplore, and what 
we would ask the community carefully to note, is that the conceptio? ° 
Judaism which the Chief Rabbi has been elected to uphold, and the laws of the 
United Synagogue by which, according to your correspondent’s admission, he 38 
bound, are insuperable obstacles to changes demanded alike by the voice and bY 
the spiritual needs of English Jews, Our abortive attempt to associate 0% 
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Service with a synagogue will not haveibeen entirely fruitless if it;brings home 
this important fact to the consciousness of the community. 

The question of the exercise by the Ecclesiastical Authorities of a control 
over the occupancy of our pulpit was not raised by our Committee. We should 
never have thought of raising it; for we could not imagine that the Chief 
Rabbi would consider himself responsible for views enunciated at a Service 
which, although it was to be held in one of his synagogues, was not to form an 
integral part of the ordinary worship of that synagogue. Unfortunately, the 
Chief Rabbi did consider himself so responsible, and we had no option but to 
express in plain terms to the St. John’s Wood Board our desire to maintain our 
right “to invite any Jewish minister or layman we might think qualified, by 
attainments and moral worth, to deliver addresses at the Services.” Had we 
parted with this right our pulpit would have lost its character as a common 
platform for representatives of various schools of Jewish thought, andasa symbol 
and a bond of that union between the different religious sections of the com- 
munity, which every friend of Judaism must be sincerely anxious to promote. 
Your correspondent suggests that there was a danger of our inviting “an apostle 
of ethical culture and free thought, or any minister or layman, irrespective 
of his religious opinions,” but only to admit in the very next sentence 
that there was no such danger. “I am convinced” he says, “that no 
such contingency would have arisen, and I am equally certain that their (our 
Committee's) fear of the Chief Rabbi unduly exercising his control was ground- 
less." Why he has raised this * ethical culture’ bugbear I must leave it to him 
to explain; but in protesting that it was purely a phantom of his own imagi- 
nation he has done us only the simplest justice. The extract I have just quoted 
from one of our letters to the St. John’s Wood Board makes it abundantly 
clear that we were determined to restrict our invitations, as we hare hitherto 
restricted them, to Jewish gentlemen. Our movement is intended to serve the 
cause of Judaism, not of any other system, religious or non-religious. But your 
correspondents other certainty 'we could not share. There was no fear. he 
thinks, “ of the Chief Rabbi undu/y exercising his control” over our pulpit. 
The word I have italicised contains the whole gist of the. matter. It is a very 
vague word, and uncertainty was just what we were anxious to avoid. We 
naturally desired to have some sort of guarantee that after we had invited a 
Jewish minister or layman to speak at one of our Services, the Chief Rabbi 
would not inhibit him, But that guarantee we could not get; and our inability 
to get it was a fact of serious importance. Among the gentlemen who have 
already delivered addresses to us, there are some who have been prevented by 
the present Chief Rabbi, or by his predecessor, from officiating in an orthodox 
synagogue. We could not, with any regard for what is due to the gentlemen 
who undertake to speak to us,on the one hand, and to the St. John’s Wood 
Board, whose hospitality we should have enjoyed, on the other—we could not 
I say, have faced the possibility of such a contretemps recurring in 
with our Services. 3 

We had further to take into account the Chief Rabbi's inability to sanction 
the mode of arranging our worshippers which we have always carried out. We 
desired, while separating our maleand female congregants, to seat them inthe body 
of the synagogue. The Chief Rabbi stipulated for the relegation of the ladies 
to the gallery. This was a retrograde step which we could not possibly take. 
The time has come, in our judgment, for discontinuing practices which lend coun- 
tenance to the idea that Judaism assigns an inferior place, in religious matters. 
to women. We could not have complied with the Chief Rabbi's condition with- 
out betraying a most culpable weakness of principle. Your correspondent urges 
that if the arrangement we required were sanctioned, “the Ecclesiastical 
Authorities could not logically prohibit its adoption in other Synagogues.” 
Personally, I do not see the logic of the inference; but surely the time is at hand 
when communal opinion will demand, and effectively demand, the banishment 
from modern synagogues of every remnant of the religious disabilities which 
were once imposed upon the female sex. Your correspondent styles our arrange- 
ment of the worshippers “an innovation unknown in any of our places of wor- 
ship.” Here he is quite in error. He has only to pay a visit to the North-West 
London Synagogue in order to find the innovation in full force. The -North- 
West London Synagogue is not only one of “our places of worship,” but is 
under the pastoral care of the Chief Rabbi. 

Your correspondent is scarcely more happy in his reference to the question 
of offering prayer for the reinstitution of Sacrifice. He thinks that we ought, in 
regard to this question, to have complied with ecclesiastical requirements, and 
have gone back to the reading contained in the ordinary Prayer Book. He does 
not base his opinion, as conservative apologists do, upon the alleged fact that the 
Bible teaches tke doctrine of the future revival of Sacrifice,and updén the con- 
sequent duty of every good Israelite formally tosubscribe to it. This reasoning 
would at least be consistent. On the contrary, he tells us that the Hebrew word 
for * fire-offering,’ which we have expunged, “admits of a spiritual interpreta- 
tion ’’—that is to say it may be sincerely repeated without implying any belief in 
the restoration of the Sacrificial rite! He also blames us for our inconsistency in 
retaining the phrase “ restore the Service to the oracle of Thy house,” which, he 
holds, is in itself a prayer for the re-institution of Sacrifice. But if this narrow 
interpretation of a generic expression is correct—which I do not admit—there is 
a very short way of escape from the dilemma; it lies in still further amending 
the wording of the passage in question. As to your correspondent’s suggested 
“ spiritual’ exposition of the expression, “ fire-offerings,”’ I must confess that I 
am not adroit enough intellectually to grasp it. How “ fire-offerings ” can mean 
something quite different, I cannot comprehend. Our congregants, I believe, 
share my obtuseness ; and hence our inability to revert to the old reading. The 
question obviously is, not what the phraseology of this prayer means to your 
correspondent, but what it means to us. 

But the whole question did not, as your correspondent seems to think, turn 
upon this one expression “ fire-offerings.’ He has omitted to state that we pro- 
posed, as a compromise which we thought would be satisfactory to both sides, to 
adopt the version of the prayer contained in the lately-discovered liturgy of the 
Old English Jews. For this version, at any rate, there issome authority. But 
in spite of this fact the Chief Rabbi was unable to accept our suggestion. When 
it is remembered that in addition to proposing this compromise, we agreed to dis- 
continue the use of instrumental music,—a change for agreeing to which we have 
been-blamed in some quarters, and which might have cost us many subscribing

members,—it will he seen that we used every possible endeavour to bring the 
proposed arrangement with the St. John’s Wood Synagogue to a successful 
issue. 

In spite of this, your correspondent implies that the negotiations with the 
St. John’s Wood Board were “abruptly broken off" by our Committee It 
would be just as fair, or unfair, to say that they were abruptly broken off br the 
Chief Rabbi. Each ide had gone to all legitimate lengths, without arriving a ¢ 
a basis of agreement ; and thus the negotiations came to an end of themselves 
We could not have continued them without being prepared to sacrifice vital 
principles, or without having some expectation of the Chief Rabb: being willing 
to grant the concessions we required. But such an expectation was clearly 
impossible, in view of Dr. Adler's explicit statement that he had no authority to 
make those CONCESSIONS 

Finally, your correspondent is mistaken in thinking that we desire 
to pose as “the victims of intolerance.’ We are not experiencing any sensa- 
tions that, by any stretch of imagination, could be regarded as martyrdom 
We have not the slightest feeling of self-pity. Our commiseration is reserved 
for the community, whose religious aspirations are being strangled in the grasp 
of arigidsystem. <As for ourselves we have preserved our freedom, and to 
have done that is not to be in the position of “victims.” We have failed to 
bring about an arrangement which would have been of vast benefit to the 
community and to the true interests of Judaism. But we can wait, and while 
we are waiting, work.

Sir.—I have taken the trouble of studying the Report of the Treasurers of 
the United Synagogue just issued, which is both an able and exhaustive docu- 
ment. But I wonder how many of the 3,130 members of the United Synagogue 
have taken the same trouble to wade through this wonderful compilation. I 
would further like to know how many members of the august body sitting in the 
Council Chamber, beyond the Honorary Officers, have grasped the contents of 
this Report; for had they done so, they could never have voted with calmness 
and unconcern all the accounts contained therein. Now, Sir, as it seems to me that 
the main body of the Council seek thew seats, rather for personal considerations, 
than with the intention of guarding the interests of their constituents (in a great 
many instances being perfectly incapable of understanding the routine) I. as an 
independent member of one of its Constituent Synagogues, venture to criticise this 
Report.

From the accounts of the United Synagogue, which I have now before me, I see 
that the same errors fatal to the accuracy and use of the report and summary, 
have been made in this year as in previous years. 

In the accounts of the Registrar General, which are the foundation of vital 
statistics, still-births are never reckoned, but our treasurers—determined to show 
a large number of charity funerals—inelude all this class as well as infants under 
the month amongst them: though in neither case is a “ funeral ’’ made or paid for- 

The true number of “charity ”’ funerals this year is 462, instead of 806 as 
given in the Account, ¢.c., 213from Christian Institutions and 249 from the homes 
of the poor, and the true total of deaths available for use as statistics is 1,224, 
not 1,585 as given.

liabilities. I repeat that if 17 per cent. only were charged, instead of paying

CGR1, it would pay only £571; and thus, its balance instead of being £34 1s, 9q 
would be £145; of course provided its revenue for 182 1s maintained up to that 
of the previous year. It must be borne in mind that the assessment is charged on 
the revenue. 

Again, the Borough Synagogue presents a worse case. The 1892 estimate 
shows a deficit of £17 11s. 2d,; owing to the fact, that it is charged £167, i... 20) 
per cent. assessment on £823, the gross Xl revenue. Now, if according to my 
contention, 17 per cent. were charged, its quota would be £841; so that instead 
of an estimated deficit there would be a small surplus. 

Where are the guardians of the Synagogue funds, viz., the Financial Repre- 
sentatives 2? LT am indeed surprised not one of these gentlemenraised his voice 
in opposition to this part of the Budget. 

Surely every right-minded person must see that the recommendation falls 
very heavily on the younger Synagogues who have 

“1: 'To meet their obligatory and incidental expenses ; 
». To meet their share towards the communal burdens ; 
3: To reduce as much as possible, out of their surplus. their existing debts: 
it seems strange thata Synagogue should be asked to contribute towards recoup- 
ment of stock, before having discharged all its habilities, in other words, to 
create a reserve fund, before it has paid off its existing debts. This novel idea 
is, tosay the least of it, too Utopian. . 

| see no reason why the flourishing Synagogues, such as the Great and Bays. 
water, should not provide (as they well can) a few hundred pounds in support of 
the whims and fancies of the Treasurers of the United Synagogue; but I have 
shown you many reasons wby such Synagogues as still have outstanding 
debts. viz.. St. John’s Wood, Dalston, &c., or those that can scarcely meet their 
obligatory charges (examples of which are given above) should not be called 
upon to support the extraordinary views of these gentlemen. 

{| feel certain that, if the late lamented and never to be forgotten Lionel 
I,. Cohen had remained in our midst, such a glaring defect in the Budget would 
never have seen daylight: and I feel equally certain that had the attention of the 
noble President of the Council been drawn to this point. he would not have 
sanctioned it. 

it seems to me that the United Synagogue, by this short-sighted policy, pre- 
vents the poorer Synagogues from making both ends meet, and the younger ones 
from making headway in reducing theirdebts; andalthough I am always willing to 
contribute liberally towards the Synagogue, | shall in future refrain from making 
voluntary offerings, unless the Treasurers can give some good reasons for their 
Recommendation, which your readers will doubtless regard as a piece of utterly 
unsound finance.

THE ACCOUNTS OF BURIAL SOCIETY... 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—It is of urgentecommunal importance that the statistics of this Society 
shall be full and precise, that the summary and report given:be fair and without 
bias, 

It is from these we estimate the number and health of the community, our 
Board of Guardians use these figures to show our social condition, they are also 
of consequence to us in the impression they produce outside our own body. 
From the accounts of the United Synagogue, which I have now before me, I see 
that the same errors fatal to the accuracy and use of the report and summary, 
have been made in this year as In previous years. 

In the accounts of the Registrar General, which are the foundation of vital 
statistics, still-births are never reckoned, but our treasurers—determined to show 
a large number of charity funerals—include all this class as well as infants under 
the month amongst them; though in neither case is a “ funeral’ made or paid for: 

The trve number of “charity” funerals this year is 462, instead of 806 as 
given in the Account, /.c., 215from Christian Institutions and 249 from the homes 
of the poor, and the true total of deaths available for use as statistics is 1.224, 
not 1,385 as given. 

I must also point out that the opinion expressed as to the bearing of these 
figures on the influx of foreign Jews is worthless, the large number buried by the 
Federation of Synagogues being ignored. 

It may also serve to show the fallacy of the figures supplied, that of 221 


nembers of the United Synagogue—the total buried 211—or nearly all had “ first- 
class funerals.”

Desertion was encouraged 
and vain things were told by them of the high wages and pleasant life at Cairo and 
Ali Kanara that the majority of tiie men were already dis useing r 
they hadnot better leaveat once. It was the original intention to march from 
Suez to Tor to givethe mena good training, but this was abandoned on account 
of the diflicultics raised by the Greeks and Bedouins who asked exorbitant. prices 
for their camels. So fourteen men with luggage and a supply of coal, &c., were 
sent.ot! on two Aral sailing vessels, wliile the rest of the party left on the 10th 
December on board the yacht “ Isracl.”. Meanwhilethe women and children were 
left at Suez until provision could be made for their reception at Sherm Moveh, the 
intended first settlement, where the party arrived on the 12th. Next day they 
landed ; tents were brought on shore and pitched, and on the 13th, the two Arab 
sailing boats entered the harbour. On the 14th the goods hegan to be landed 
and to be carried to the camp, 400 yards from the shore. At first the men con- 
sidered carrying the burdens as -a sport, laughing and singing as ‘they worked. 
In the afternoon they already began tosliirk the work, only half a dozen worked. 
‘The next day there was more decided grumbling with the labour and with the 
rations, although the men were neithér under-fed nor overworked. On the Tuesday 
one of the men engaged at Alexandria, Abraham Rasnowitch, exclaimed that he 
was not a donkey to carry loads, and declined to take up a case to the camp. 
This man eansed serious discontent, and was ordered to leave the camp. 
He departed with another man named Schwarz. There was aship lying in the 
harbour which was to leave for Dubbah, whence the men-might easily have 
returned to Sucz. Rasnowitch in vain begged, later on, to be readmitted to the 
camp, but it was feared that he might again become a centre of discontent. Sub- 
sequently sixteen men declared their intentions to leave also, and they were 
accordingly sent to Tor where they were joined by Schwarz who walked over 
from Shem Moyeh, without any difficulty, having been assisted by the Bedouins. 

Mr. Friedinan then returned to Cairo, where he found Kitchener Pasha. 
the Chief of the Police, had been very disagreeably impressed by the idea that a 
number of destitute Jews might wander about Egypt and give trouble. Grenfell 
Pasha advised that the enterprise should be given up, but as the only reason he 
gave was the desertion of some discontented men, his advice was declined. 
At Suez the men who had now arrived from Tor, clamoured loudly for compensa- 
tion, and appealed to the Russian Vice-Consul to take up their cause. The 
men declined to make a formal complaint; they wanted to be sent to America 
and to have a round sum in hand. 

Mr. Friedman engagedeight Soudanese workmen, formerly soldiers, to replace 
the men that had left him. At Tor, the German consular agents said that 
Rasnowitch had died half-way between Sherm Moyeh and Tor, on December the 
24th. He had been found dying by the wayside by the Greek monks at Mount 
Sinai, 

At Sherm Moyeh all was now in order, the remaining men in good spirits and 
well, the Arabs friendly and the provisions still sufficient. Soon, however. there 
was alarming news. The captain of an Arab sailing vessel brought word that a 
Turkish man of war had gone along the coast up to Akabah and back. At 
Dubbah about 50 Turkish soldiers had landed, driven out the small Egyptian 
garrison of six men and were now occupying the town and levying taxes. 

SHERM EL Moyveu, 15TH Janvary, 1892. ° 

Yesterday evening I returned from Mweilah and Dubbah. The Turks,

and stood by Saadi Bey. The Billi Bedouins had to leave the town. The Tur- 
kish soldiers were allowed to camp under tents outside the tower until order wou!d 
have come from Cairo.

It is 
possible that there are many free-thinkers in Trussia, who are 
seditious Socialists, and it is certainmCarpixat Lavicenisz 
Pere Dipon are illustrious examples—that there are very many 
Churchmen in France who are sound Republicans. Why should they be 
made to suffer for the sins of a clique who subordinate their highest con- 
victions to baser concerns with which they have no legitimate connection ’ 
There is, however, something more than a iurking suspicion that the 
political justifications are not altogether genuine, and that Atheism in 
Prussia and Roman Catholicism in France are being persecnted more 
for their own sake than on account of their alleged political fruits. 
At any rate the stigma of Religious Persecution could in each case hav 
beer avoided had a more candid and ejnitable means been adopted fo, 
solving the problems which are the ostensible objects of attack. 

The proper attitade for the Jews to adopt on these two questions—th, 
Prussian School Bill and the French [aw of Associationsa—shbou!d not be 
allowed to remain in doubt fora moment. In neither instance are their com_ 
munal or personal interests directly affected to any great extent. 
but this should not be used as an excuse for following an illiberal course, or 
for taking up a position of pusillanimous and unpatriotic apathy. Specious 
appeals are being made to them which they will do well to resist. In 
(iermany they are being told that in a straggle between religion and 
atheism they should notghesitate to range themseives on the side of religion ; 
in France it is said that] a'law-abiding religious community like the Jews 
should have no sympathy with ja sect which plots against the State. 
These are statements to which in the abstract every Jew may, and indeed 
should, subscribe. It is very doubtful, however, whether they are sdequste

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guides in the circumstances to which they are applied. If it be true that 
the Bills are of a persecuting nature the Jews can and should have nothing 
to do with them. The merits of Roman Catholicism or Atheism, or the 
political action of their followers, do not contribute a vital element to the 
questions before them.

It is noteworthy too that all the leading anti-Semites, with Herr StrorcKker 
at their head, are foremost among the champions of this persecuting measure. 
This should be sufficient to stamp its malign character, and to indicate to the 
Jews the direction in which their duty'lies. If in Germany and France the 
existing forme of government are being threatened by seditious movements, 
the authorities are in possession of ampie means for their defence, without re- 
opening the religious question. It may be doubted, indeed, whether the 
interests of anv form of government, which, in the nature of things, is more 
or less transitory, are comparable with ihe safety of the principle of liberty of 
conscience. Moreover the outcomes are politicaily, as well as ethically bad, 
for it is notorious that persecution defeats its own end. In Germany 
it. has not put down Socialism, and in lrance the expulsion of the 
Princes did more to stir up sympathy with the Royalists than all the in- 
dulgences of the MacManow Presidency. The only effect of the Bills now 
before the Prussian.and lVarliaments—if they ever become law—vwill 
be to increase the evils they are intended to remedy, besides marking a retro- 
grade movement in the political histories of both countries, Consequently 
both as Jews and as patriots our coreligionists will be well advised in 
refusing them the slightest countenance,

INVITATION TO RUSSIAN JEWS TO SETTLE IN BRITISH 
HONDURAS. 


The 


| vw! Guardian, the principal newspaper published in Belize. the 
capital of the Crown Colony of British Honduras, has the following reference to 
the settlement of Russian Jews in Honduras :-— 

a The Jewish Chronicle cliscusses the chance ot the successful establishment 
of Russian Jewish Colonies in the West Indies and Central America. We can 
offer them. we believe, greater advantages than can be obtained in other parts ot 
the British Dominions in Tropical America, for amongst these Colonies of Great 
Britain none offer such advantages for settlement as british Honduras. We have 
a territory equal in area to that of the whole of the Islands, and we have larger 
tracts than they have of fertile land sutticientiy elevated to make the climate 
suitable to Europeans. It is true that the blue Mountains ot Jamaica are much 
higher than any of our mountains, but they do not afford land to any extent fit 
for settlement and cultivation ; whereas we have on the Cockscomb Mountains 
a vast tract of fertile land awaiting the diligent hand of the careful cultivator. 
The difference in elevation, too, between the Cockscombs and the Blte 
Mountains is trifling, so far as climate is concerned, for the island climate of the 
West Indies does not permit the fall in the thermometer at the same height as 
in a continental climate such as ours. Indeed, so marked is the difference in 
this respect, that it may be accepted as a fact, that it requires about double the 
height in the islands to attain the same cool temperature as may be obtained in 

sritish Honduras at haif that elevation. Indeed, so great is the coolness of the 
atmosphere, in this colony, at a comparatively low level, that the late Mr. 
Wilson (mineralogist) in the month of January found the thermometer 
registered 41 degrees Fahrenheit in his tent, at ! a.m., at the slight elevation of 
Hk) feet. What then must it not have been on one of the plateaux of the 
Cockscomb Mountains at an elevation of 6.000 feet! We compare British 
Honduras only with the West Indian Islands, because British Guiana, in spite of 
iis vast extent, is too low and too near the equator to offer a fit home for 
Luropean agriculturists. The question arises whether the Russian Jews would 
be desirable immigrants. With regard to Jewish agriculturists, the question 
may be answered in the affirmative, but not of any other class. It is true that 
some of them come from one of the coldest climates of Europe ; but there are 
others, particularly from the Black Sea Coast, to whom the change would not be 
so great, and to whom the climate of the Cockscombs would be an advantageous 
change from the extreme heat of a Southern Russian summer. If, therefore, av 
immigration of Jewish agriculturists from the Black Sea Coast could be 
attracted hither, it would be a wise policy in the Government to let them have 
lands on the Coeckscombs on easy terms.”

PROPOSED RUSSO-JEWISH EMIGRATION AUSTRALIA. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE. ° 


Sik,—My estimate of the measure of sagacity to which certain of my London 
brethren might lay claim has, of a sudden, been materially modified. With 
amazement and regret | have just perused the report of the meeting of the 
Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association, held on 
your issue of the subsequent Friday.

Among the business to be transacted on this occasion in question was, it 
may be recalled, the consideration of a letter from the Melbourne branch, deal- 
ing with the suggested emigration of Russian To Australia. in reply to a 
prior communication from the London Council. The substance of this letter 
was a denial that the Australian Jews had any wish to shirk their fair share of 
the burden caused by the Russo-Jewish erisis and a declaration that, though 
Jewish pastoralists and agriculturists would be welcomed in Australia, grave 
objection was entertained to the despatch thither of petty traders and sweated 
labourers, 

Let us see in what manner the Council proceeded to discuss this mild state- 
ment of facts.

Was its attitude one of dispassionate deliberation and calm 
Il trow not. Rather may it be deseribed as having been injudicious 
and intemperate in the extreme, and at times as verging on the hysterical. 

For the purpose of convenience I purpose to review the utterances of the 
various speakers in the order of their addressing the gathering. 

Mr. Oswald J. Simon, who led off the debate, took it upon himself to say— 
I quote from your columns—" he considered the letter shameful and disgraceful. 
A communication should be sent in reply expressing the grave disapprobation 
of the Council at the spirit evinced in the letter.” By what right, it might 
well be asked, could the London Council arrogate to itself any such censorial 
functions? Evidently Mr. Simon holds that the officers of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association resident in England should adopt towards those in Australia the 
supercilious @¢ faut has policy formerly favoured in its dealings with the 
colonies by the Downing Street bureaucracy. “ Thespirit evinced in the letter” 
of the Melbourne branch compares favourably with the “spirit evinced” by Mr. 
Simon in his speech. More especially does this apply to a later reference of his 
to the “Sons of Pollaks.” upon the questionable taste of which I shall refrain 
from further comment. 

Mr. H. G. Lousada was of opinion that the Australians cried out before 
they were hurt; no proposition at the time was published for sending Jewish 
emigrants to Australia. To this it may be replied that—as pointed out by me 
in previous letters—it had been persistently alleged in the Press of the colonies 
that such a scheme actually was on foot. The Australians determined by 
setting their faces against such an immigration, cried out /est they should be hurt. 

Dr. Gaster thought that “non-Jews could not have written with such 
absence of feeling.” The reverend doctor may be reminded that it was non- 
Jewish views that the Melbourne branch was endeavouring to reflect. 

Mr. J. Bergtheil—whose aim it apparently was to emulate the indiscreet 
deliverance of Mr. Simon, urged that “the letter should be treated with con- 
tempt; were the Australians in earnest they would have undertaken to locate 
the immigrants In the less populated portions of the colonies.” My recollec- 
tions of Mr. Jonas Bergtheil date back a round score of’ years. Although I 
believe him to be a very worthy citizen, 1 may be permitted to observe that, 
in accordance with the eternal fitness of things, Mr. Bergtheil is -scarcely 
entitled to advoeate cavalier treatment of gentlemen of such ealibre as those 
who constitute the Committee of the Melbourne - branch, or indeed, to accord 
their expression of opinion anything but respectful attention, If the term 
* Australians,’ which Mr. Bergtheilisreported to have used, is to be interpreted as 
the Australians as a whole, it may be repeated that they are much “in earnest ”’ 
that they would resist the incursion of our unfortunate co-religionists tooth and 
nail, instead of undertaking their location in any part of the colonies. 


If, on the other hand, by the expression “ Australians,’ it was wished to 
indicate the membersof-the Melbourne Branch of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion, need it be said that, in face of the strong and general aversion to the 
scheme, however much “ in earnest’ they might be, they would Se as powerless 
to locate the immigrants in Australia as Mr. Bergtheil would be to locate such 
persons in the classic regions of Maida Vale. 

Mr. Daniel Schloss may accept my assurance that the “ difference between 
the English and Australian labour markets” 1s less pronounced than he 
imagines. In point offact—as in a former letter [ strove to make manifest— 
the conditions, so far as the urban population is concerned, may be regarded as 
practically and substantially identical. | 

Like refreshing gusts of common sense come Mr. Algernon E. Sydney's 
quiet recommendation to the members of the Council to “calm themselves on 
the question, there being nothing to justify anger or contempt,” or Mr. Elkan 
Adler's candid confession of his inability to understand” how it came from 
English mouths to deprecate the action of the Melbourne Branch, seeing that 
England took up precisely the same position.” The petty and parochial tone of 
the discussion is calculated to lower the prestige of the London Council, and to 
be subversive of the best interests of the Association. It 1s possible LO express 
“ disappointmentand regret’ without casting opprobrium, and to declare dis- 
sent without provoking discord. The Branches of the Association in other 
parts are, to allintents and purposes, so many outposts, and their advices to 
the parent body claim sober consideration, and not angry resentment. Werea 
consular agent at some foreign place to report to his government—as is con- 
stantly done—that the country to which he was accredited did not offer a favour- 
able field for certain classes of emigrants, he would surely not bring down on 
his devoted head unstinted wrath and abuse. The singular treatment meted 
out by the London Council of the Association towards the Melbourne Branch,

Sir.—It is a matter of surprise that Miss Léwy’s letter in your issue of 5th 
February has called forth neither commendation nor comment on the part of any 
of your readers. The letter impressed one as being singularly happy in bringing 
to the mind, in a concise form, the great work of the Board of Guardians, whilst 
offering a practical suggestion for securing to it increased support. The letter 
unconsciously illustrates the two great difficulties of communal work: the 
difficulty of bringing home to the Jewish public the extent, the value and the 
unselfish character of the work undertaken by our great institutions; and the 
still greater difficulty of reaching the immense number of Jews in London, whose 
convenient indifference to their faith and to their obligations enables them to 
evade their share of the communal burdens. 

This inequality of responsibility, which Miss Lowy's figures strikingly em- 
phasize, will never be removed until some such comprehensive attack 1s made, as 
8 outlined in the well-considered circular recently issued by Mr. Lewis Emanuel, 
in which he describes a scheme fora complete canvass of London on an exhaustive 
principle, the carrying out of which should be productive of great and lasting 
results. 

Another useful observation of Miss Lowy’'s, dealt with the multiplication of 
«mall charities. The effort should rather be towards coalition or absorption, a 
powerful illustration of which is given by the union of Synagogues under the 
United Synagogue, resulting in an unqualified financial success, Several institu- 
tions present themselves to the mind, any one of which may be doing good work 
on its own account, but the value and importance of whose work would im- 
measurably gain by the union of those institutions having common objects,

will perceive that the celestial vault hogy ee the appearance of a vast hollow 
sphere, the base of this visible hemisphere being the plane of the horizon, in the 
centre of which Mr. Oppenheim stands. This hollow sphere appears to have a 
motion of rotation round a diameter as an axis, carrying with it, as it revolves, 
the objects, stars, etc. which appear on its stupendous concave surface, The 
sphere seems to revolve from the left tothe right of Mr. Oppenheim round an 
axis inclined to the horizon in a vertical plane, directed North and South. This 
apparent motion causes all the celestial objects to rise in succession on the left 
of Mr. Oppenheim, that is on the East and gradually rising they approach 
to and pass the vertical plane directed North and South, that is the 
celestial meridian, vertical over Mr. Oppenheim’s head, and after passing it, they 
descend upon the right of Mr. Oppenheim, that is on the west, below the horizon. 
Mr. Oppenheim will observe that objects visible above the horizon on his right 
(west) have disappeared and. objects which were not visible above the horizon 
on his left (east) have come into view. He will perceive, that the objects which 
at the mid-heavens, in the direction due south have descended to the right 
(west), while objects which were to the left of the mid-heavens (east) have risen 
tothat region. This diurnal motion of the celestial sphere is characterised by 
It is never faster, never slower. The vertical 
plane, directed north and south, which I have pourtrayed here, if extended up- 
wards to the tirmament. will meet the visible hemisphere in a semicircle, which, 
passing through the zenith, the point directly over Mr. Oppenheim, descends to 
the horizon at the northand south points. This semi-circle is the meridian, 
where the objects attain their greatest altitude. It divides the visible hemisphere 
into two parts. The interval which elapses between the moment at which 
the object rises and that at which it passes this meridian, being equal to that 
which elapses at the latter moment, and that at which it disappears. Laplace 
proved, that this rotation of the heavens suffered no change amounting to the 
hundredth part of a second since Hipparchus 3610 a.m. Then if Mr. Oppenheim 
will face round and at night direct his view tothe north, he will perceive that 
the objects, which are visible in the firmament, do not appear and disappear, do 
not rise and set. If he observes an object upon the celestial meridian vertical 
over his head, he will note, that it descends to his left (west), till at the end of 
three hours, it has attained the limit of distance from the meridian, then it will 
again approach the meridian, and at the end of twelve hours, the object will 
have returned to the meridian vertical over Mr. Oppenheim, which constitutes 
the diameter, without having gone below the horizon or disappeared. If Mr. 
Oppenheim will then during the succeeding twelve hours by day. by a transit 
circle examine the field of view, with his face to the North, he will observe the 
same object move over the corresponding semicircle to the east (right) of the 
the meridian vertical over his head and at the end of twelve hours the object 
would return to that more elevated point of the meridian over the observer's 
head, from which it started. Thus all the objects in the circumpolar region, 
complete their revolution, in precisely the same time. The relative position 
and configuration of the objects remains unchanged. To define the cause of this 
phenomena, when looking to the south, as the circles are partly above and 
partly below the horizon, that the objects should alternately rise and set, and 
when looking to the north, as the objects are nearer to the axis, consequently 
above the horizon, therefore they neither rise nor set, that is impossible in one 
letter. The eternally unchangeable uniformity of the one stupendous sphere, 
throws the astronomical theory of Mr. Oppenheim overboard, and constitutes an 
irrefutable sign of the Supreme, to maintain imitatively sacerdotalism and 
ritual, etc., intact and unchanged, like the letter ©, which albeit multiplied ad 
infinitum, always can be reduced decimally to the letter ©, symbolical of the un- 
changeableness of the Supreme. This astronomical phenomenon isa hint from the 
Omnipotent, that a liturgy, which changes with the seasons, does not constitute 
a religion of truth.

THE LATE RUSSIAN MAGGID, DAINOW, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik,—In_ your leader of the 12th instant, you mention that the Dubno 
Maggid besides being renowned for his preaching, was also a very learned man, 
unlike the cy wok of Maggidim. A correspondent also reminds you of the 
late Russian Maggid, the Rev. H. Dainow, whose oratory produced ‘such an in- 
fluential effect over the Russian Jews in London some few vears ago. The 
latter gentleman must be classed as a great Talmudical scholar, he having from 
his youth studied under very eminent Rabbis. He studied for several years in 
the College of Volozin, at the time when Rabbi Isaac Volozin was the Principal. 
in addition to the Rev. H. Dainow’s abilities asa speaker, he was an exceedingly 
tinent writer, and his articles in the Hebrew press can still be remembered by 
some of those who take an interest in Hebrew Literature. He left, I believe. 
several manuscript sermons, which are arranged and ready for the press. In all 
his productions, the style of which is that of Biblical Hebrew, his great power 
aS a Salirist Is conspicuous. As an example of his style, I would mention a long 
article printed in the Hebrew Monthly Magazine, called * Hashachar,”’ Volume 
VII., Year 1874. The Dubno Maggid, however, has not left a single literary 

roduction which can be deoutat as his own work. His son, Rabbi Isaac 
ranz, in his preface to the “Tent of Jacob,’ of the Book of Genesis, states 
that his father only left short notes, and this is corroborated by A. B. Flamm.

LITERARY INTELLIGENCE.

Pending the publication of the new work on Israel, which is to complete 
his “ History of the Origins of Christianity,’ M. Renan has this week given to 
the world a volume intended as a sequel to his souvenirs of childhood and youth. 
The book has been issued by the firm of Calmann Li‘vy, the lately deceased head 
of which suggested the work to his friend, the author. In the preface. 
M. Renan pays a warm tribute of affection and veneration to the memory of 
M. Calmann Lévy, whom he extols as a model employer of intellectual labour. 
To exemplify the beneficent action of the belief in heaven on those who are not 
overstocked with the good things of this world, M. Renan tells an anecdote of 
an Israelite, who heard one of the Messieurs de Rothschild warmly defending 
the immortality of the soul. “Would you believe,it,”’ said the old savant to 
M. Renan,.‘‘a wealthy man like that wants Heaven as well as riches. He might 
have left it to poor wretches like us ! ”’ 

The 38th Annual Report of the Theological Seminary at Breslau is prefaced 
by an unfinished essay from the pen of the late Professor Graetz, * Das Sikarikon 
Gesetz.”’ 

The Graphic of Saturday last has a full page engraving, entitled * Entering 
a New World.” It depicts the joy of Jewish Emigrants from Russia in passing 
the colossal statue of * Liberty” at the entrance to New York Harbour, which 
appears to them as a beacon of the freedom they will enjoy in the New World. 

In an article inthe Parkers’ Magazine,on “The Negotiability of Life Policies,” 
Mr. Elkan N. Adler expresses his views on various life insurance questions. The 
article has attracted much attention from financial experts. 


The publication is announced for this spring of a General History for 
students by W. W. Norman. We are informed that in this work the author 
has struck out an entirely new departure, and has devoted several chapters to 
the history of the Jews. 


WE are informed that Mr. Elim H. D’Avigdor has been selected by the 
Whitechapel Ratepayers’ Association and the Constitutional Party as their 
candidate for the London County Council. 


Boarp or Deputifes.—A meeting of the Board of Deputies was convened 
for Wednesday last, but owing to the inclemency of the weather, no quorum was 
present. The buisness on the Agenda included a Report on the guardianship of 
disused cemeteries and a letter onthe subject from the Chief Rabbi : an applica- 
tion from the Kirkdale Synagogue, Liverpool, forthe certification for the first 
time of a Secretary for Marriage Purposes ; a Report on the progress of the 
Russo-Jewish Fund in the Colonies and Provinces; and the case of the impri- 
prisonment in Russia of a British-born Jew residing inthat country with a 
Foreign Office passport. 

M. ReNaN’s History or Renan has put the finishin 
touches to his Magnum Opus on Israel. The book is the fourth and 
last volume of the series of works which the celebrated writer has 
composed on the history of the Chosen People. It is now terminated, and M. 
Renan himself says that even if he were to die at once it could be printed in its 
present state, always providing that the proof-sheets were put into the hands of 
an able reviser. The volume will be sent to press in April, and theauthor hopes 
to be able to correct the proofs before leaving Paris inorder to spend the summer 
in his native Brittany. Should all go well the work will be published about 
next autumn. In this final volume M. Renan has traced sitleneubdanity the 
history of the Hebrews, from their return out of Babylonian captivity until the 
dawn of Christianity. It will thus be a sort of prelude to the * Life of Christ,” 
and the continuation of the author's studies on the “ Origins of Christianity.” 
Explaining his plan to a person desirous of obtaining information on the 
interesting subject, M. Renan remarked that his new book will form a kind of 
bridge between the Old and the New Testaments. He has gone back to the time 
after the victory of Cyrus over Nebuchadnezzar, when the Hebrews re-entered 
Palestine and reconstructed the Temple of Solomon. Then the “chosen people” 
no longer believed in the Prophets, and had lost their faith in direct communica- 
tion with Jehovah. The Apocalyptic era next supervened, beginning with the 
Book of Daniel, in which for the firs. time references were made to the Kingdom 
of Heaven and the Resurrection of the Dead—subjects which previously had 
been considered impious. M. Renan acknowledges that he has profited by the 
labours of three centuries, by the materials and the Greek and Hebrew texts, 
which science has collected, collated, and explained. What he has now done 
would have been impossible two centuries ago. The documents were scarce or 
unknown. Thanks to the efforts of all, but especially to those of the Germans 
and Dutch, these precious texts are now within the reach of everyone.

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FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


AUSTRALIA. 


The Royal Commission on Charitable Institutions in Victoria presented its 
report recently to the Governor. The Chairman was Mr. Zox, M.L.A. for East 
Melbourne. whom the Pall Mall Gazette deseribes as “a Jew of wide philan- 
thropic sympathies.’ The following clauses in the Report evidently result from 
the scare caused by the canard of an intended wholesale immigration of Russian 
Jews :-—" The Central Board should have full power to compel shipowners to 
give bonds to reconipense the State for introducing into the colony weak or 
sickly persons who, within three months after their arrival, might become a 
burden pron charitable institutions, Your COMMISSIONS press the recom- 
mendation, as they learn that the colony 1s threatened with streams of pauper 
Immigration from various sources, against which they offer their protest. 

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

Baron Albert de Rothschild has forwarded a donation of 100,000 florins to 
the Society for promoting the Vienna Hospital for Consumptives.—Heuter, 

Last week Baron Moritz von Koningswarter gave a splendid ball at his 
mansion in Vienna. It was attended by the Prime Minister, Count Taffe, and 
nearly the whole of the Cabinet, and by the «lite of Vienna Society.

GERMANY,

Dr. J. Rosenfeld, Rabbi at Oroshaza (Hungary), has been almost unani- 
mously elected Chief Rabbi of Altona and Schleswig Holstein. 

A gratifying spectacle of concord between Jew and Christian was witnessed 
on the oceasion of the public entry into Gnesen of the new Archbishop of 
Ginesen and Posen, Most of the Jewish inhabitants decorated their houses 
with fags and garlands of flowers, and on the evening of the consecration they 
illuminated their dwellings. 

ITALY. 


The Minister of the Treasury, Signor Luzzatti, has received a highly 
flattering letter from M. Vychnegradski, Russian Minister of Finance. who 
expresses his admiration for the labours as great as they are beneficial to which 
Signor Luzzatt: devotes all his strength, and which deserve the warmest grati- 
tude not alone of true [tahan patriots, but of all the friends of mankind in the 
entire world. ‘This panegyric 1s the more noteworthy since it emanates from a 
member of a Government that treats so shamefully a people, of which Signor 
Luzeatti is a splendid example. The distinguished position his Excellency has 
attained and the benefits he has thereby conferred on his native country, should 
bring home to Russian Statesmen a sense of the injury they are doing 
to that Empire bv the persecution of the Jews. 

The Government has once again sent Signor Malvano, the Secretary-General 
for Forengn Affairs, on one of those missions for which his consummate tact so 
well fits him. On the present occasion he has been entrusted with the delicate 
negotiations for a Commercial Treaty between Italy and Switzerland. 

During the absence of the Ambassador of Italy from France, the affairs of 
the former country were placed in the hands of our coreligionist, Signor Polacco, 
Chargé d Affaires, whom General Menabrea presented as his /ocum tenens to M. 
Ribot, the Minister for Foreign Affairs, 

MOROCCO.

THE JEWS- IN MOROCCO. 
{*ROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 
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I regret to inform yon that a smallpox epidemic is raging in this town to 
a very alarming extent, and has during the past few weeks carried away some 
hundreds of victims. A great number of persons are, moreover, suffering from 
diphtheria—another unwelcome visitant —and in many cases fatal results have 
attended this disease. In all about 600 persons have succumbed to these 
dangerous complaints (about 200 Jews and 400 Moors), whi h are this time of 
anything but a harmless character. When = smail-pox lirst broke out both 
doctors practising here happened most unfortunately to be without any vaccine ; 
consequently many died, Now, however, thanks to the not too late arrival ot 
this wonderful preventive, people are being freely vaccinated, and the death- 
rate has, therefore, considerably diminished ; those who can afford it paying’ to 
undergo the operation, while the sum of 500 dollars has been contributed by 
the Jewish community, comprising members of both quarters, for the benetit 
of their poor. Of this amount 30 dollars was paid to one of. the doctors as fee 
for vaccinating them gratuitously, and the surplus was devoted to the purchase 
of blankets and distribution of small sumsof money to the patients who were 
mostly in need of help: Pity the better class Moors cannot do the same by 
While the number of fatalities in the Kasbah is but 
insi¢nificant, that in the Mellah is enormous, and it is only What might be 
expected, considering the narrow quarters in which the large majority of them 
live, which cannot but be conducive to these lamentable results. I understand 
that in view of the absence of any vaccine in town some weeks ago, Mrs, Corcos 
applied to London for a quantity of it, the prompt arrival ot which would 
undoubtedly nave relieved and saved many of the victims. The remedy, how- 
ever, has not been received, probably on account of the bad weather prevailing 
at sea which always greatly impedes posial communication.

He sketched the general character of 
the book, and enumerated many ceremonial laws mentioned in the Mosaic code 
and resting on the basis of Talmudic tradition, parables, proverbs, aphorisms. 
apologues, and legends. Mr. Phillips also dilated upon the relations of the 
Talmud to non-Jewish religions, and the influence it exercised upon Israel at 
large. At the close a cordial vote of thanks was passed to the lecturer by 
acclamation. 

The Rev. J. Phillips has also delivered a lecture before the members of the 
Swansea Literary Society on the “ History of the Jews in Britain.’ The South 
Wales Liberal referring to the lecture, said “ Mr. Phillips traced the history of 
the Jews in Britain that makes valuable our publication of his MS.
